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CHESHIRE  COUNTY  ASYLUM. 


The  number  of  patients  belonging  to  Cheshire,  compared  with 
the  previous  year,  shews  a  somewhat  startling  increase  of  35,  the 
increase  for  the  last  year  being  10,  the  average  for  the  preceding 
five  years  being  18. 

The  Committee,  at  their  Monthly  Meeting  in  September, 
finding  that  the  female  division  was  more  than  full,  having  then 
256  inmates,  and  being  capable  of  accommodating  only  250,  gave 
notice  to  the  Authorities  of  the  Stafford  County  Asylum  to  remove, 
as  soon  as  they  possibly  could,  their  female  patients.  Since  then, 
ten  of  them  have  been  taken  away  ;  and  it  is  expected,  that  in  a 
very  short  time  all  the  Staffordshire  patients,  both  male  and  female, 
will  be  removed  to  the  new  Staffordshire  Asylum,  now  ready  for 
their  reception.  Supposing,  then,  the  whole  of  the  Staffordshire 
patients  to  be  removed,  and  those  belonging  to  the  City  of  Chester 
continue  to  be  accommodated,  there  will  then  remain  209  males  and 
222  females  in  the  Asylum.  But  if  the  increase  of  the  Cheshire 
patients  go  on  in  the  same  ratio  as  in  the  past  year,  and  the  City 
of  Chester  patients  remain  as  now,  in  one  year  the  female  wards 
will  be  filled,  and  in  another  the  male  wards  also.  It  therefore 
becomes  a  question  for  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  to  take  into 
their  consideration,  and  that  without  much  delay,  what  further 
accommodation  shall  be  provided  for  the  Pauper  Lunatics  of  the 
County  ;  and  to  the  consideration  of  this  question  the  Committee 
are  desirous  of  calling  the  especial  attention  of  the  Court. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Township  of  Upton  having  assessed  the 
Superintendent’s  and  Chaplain’s  residences  to  the  Poor  Rate,  and  the 
Committee  being  advised  that  under  the  35  sec.  of  the  Lunacy  Act, 
16  and  17  Vic.  cap.  97,  such  residences  were  exempt,  the  case  was 
submitted  to  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench.  The  question  to  be 
decided  was,  whether  these  residences  were  strictly  for  the  purposes 
rtf  the  Asylum ;  and  the  Court  decided,  that  in  the  case  of  the 
Superintendent,  he  being  required  by  the  Lunacy  Act  to  be  a 
resident  officer,  his  house  was  exempt;  but  ruled  that  the  Chaplain 
was  liable  to  be  rated,  for  although  the  Visitors  might  have  exer: 
cised  a  very  proper  discretion  in  requiring  him  to  reside,  the  Court 
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did  not  consider  liis  occupation  could  be  held  to  be  strictly  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Asylum,  although  it  was  incidental  to  them. 

Mr.  Nicholson,  the  Treasurer  to  the  Asylum,  resigned  his 
office  in  J une  last,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  Messrs. 
Dixons  and  Co.  agreed  to  act  as  Honorary  Treasurers.  Mr.  James 
Wakefield  has  been  appointed  Auditor  of  the  accounts  of  the 
Asylum,  at  a  salary  of  £10  per  annum. 


The  enlargement  of  the  Recreation  Hall,  and  the  domestic 
offices  underneath,  for  which  an  order  was  obtained  at  the  last 
January  Sessions,  has  been  completed  for  the  sum  granted,  viz., 
£750.  The  Hall  is  now  a  spacious  and  well-ventilated  room, 
capable  of  holding  400  persons ;  and  the  Committee  trust  that  by 
the  facilities  which  it  affords  for  amusement  and  in-door  recreation, 
especially  in  the  winter  season,  it  may  tend  materially  to  contribute 
to  the  success  of  Dr.  Brushfield’s  humane  and  kind  system  of  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  unfortunate  patients  committed  to  his  care.  The  Hall 
will  also  be  used  as  a  work-room  for  the  female  patients,  and  for 
several  other  purposes  for  which  such  a  room  was  much  needed  at 
the  Asylum. 


Two  years  ago,  the  Committee  replaced  a  dark  and  dangerous 
staircase  in  the  male  division  of  the  Asylum,  by  a  much  more  com¬ 
modious  and  convenient  one,  and  the  advantages  thereby  gained 
were  so  evident,  that  they  have  this  year  made  a  similar  alteration 
in  the  female  division,  at  a  cost  of  £198,  the  said  alteration  having 
been  moreover  strongly  recommended  to  the  Committee  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy.  Towards  defraying  the  cost  of  such  altera¬ 
tions,  a  sum  of  money  invested  in  Consols,  being  a  legacy  left  some 
years  ago  to  the  Institution  by  Mr.  Peter  Sprout,  of  Nantwieh,  has 
been  sold,  producing  £185  19s.  4d. 


A  case  of  small-pox  having  occurred  in  the  Asylum,  from  which, 
no  doubt,  the  patient  was  suffering  when  admitted,  and  application 
having  been  made  to  receive  another,  suffering  from  the  same 
disease,  the  Committee  deemed  it  prudent  to  pass  a  Bye-Law,  in 
accordance  with  53  sec.  cap.  97,  16  and  17  Vic.,  authorizing  the 
Medical  Superintendent  to  refuse  admission  to  all  infectious  cases.

The  Committee  regret  to  state  that  they  have  had,  on  several 
occasions,  to  investigate  the  conduct  of  Relieving  Officers  in  bringing 
patients  to  the  Asylum  who  have  only  survived  their  admission  a 
very  short  time,  and  who  must  have  been  either  in  a  dying  state 
when  leaving  home,  or  whose  death  had  been  hastened  by  the 
journey.  The  Coroner  of  the  County  has  on  each  of  these 
occasions  held  an  inquest ;  and  by  a  representation  to  the  Board  of 
Guardians  of  the  Unions  who  have  sent  the  patients,  the  Committee 
have  endeavoured  to  make  officers  more  careful  in  removing  patients 
in  such  a  critical  state. 

The  satisfaction  so  frequently  expressed  by  the  Committee  in 
their  Annual  Reports  of  the  efficiency  and  zeal  of  the  various  officers 
connected  with  the  establishment,  may  seem  almost  to  be  considered 
a  matter  of  course  paragraph  ;  nevertheless  they  consider  it  only 
due  to  the  various  officers  of  the  Institution  once  more  to  repeat 
their  commendation.

COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY  REPORT. 


Chester  County  Asylum. 

8th  February,  1865. 

The  changes  at  this  Asylum  since  the  last  visit  are  as 
follows  : —

and  there  are  now  in  the  building  227  male,  and  236  female 
patients.  There  are  also  three  female  patients  absent  on  trial, 
making  the  total  number  on  the  books  466. 

Of  the  patients  admitted  5  were  found  to  be  not  insane.  Two 
of  these  cases  were  in  the  last  stage  of  exhaustion,  and  died  within 
three  days  of  admission  ;  the  other  three  were  discharged.  All  these 
patients  were  sent  from  their  own  homes.  Other  patients  recently 
admitted  have  been  received  in  a  very  feeble  state. 

Sixty-three  of  the  patients  who  have  been  discharged  were 
reported  as  recovered. 

Four  male  patients  were  transferred  to  the  Criminal  Asylum 
at  Broadmoor.  These  patients  were  not  reported  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  as  proper  to  be  removed,  and  their  removal  seems  to  have 
been  very  undesirable,  as  they  were  all  quite  harmless,  and  one  of 
them  was  78  years  of  age.  Moreover,  they  were  immediately  con¬ 
nected  with  the  County,  and  had  frequent  opportunities  of  seeing 
their  friends,  a  privilege  which  they  have  probably  now  lost  for 
ever.  The  offence  for  which  they  had  been  convicted  was  in 
each  case  arson.

We  have  made  enquiry  as  to  the  causes  of  death.  An  inquest’ 
was  held  on  the  body  of  a  woman  who  died  three  days  after  ad¬ 
mission  ;  but  it  is  unnecessary  further  to  advert  to  this  case,  as  alii 
the  particulars  have  already  been  before  the  Commissioners., 
Paralysis  and  Phthisis  have  been  the  principal  causes  of  death. 

To  day  we  only  found  4  men  and  12  women  in  bed ;  but 
there  are  a  good  many  patients  who  are  paralytic  and  feeble,  and 
who  are  receiving  extra  diet  and  stimulants. 

We  are  glad  to  be  enabled  again  to  report  very  favourably  of 
the  condition  of  the  Asylum  and  its  inmates.  The  wards  were  clean 
and  properly  ventilated,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  in  good  order. 
A  new  staircase  has  been  constructed  on  the  women’s  side,  as 
suggested  at  the  last  visit ;  and  the  new  Piecreation  Hall  has  been 
completed,  and  found  most  useful. 

The  patients  were,  without  exception,  free  from  excitement, 
and  their  clothing  and  persons  clean.  We  have  made  the  usual 
enquiries  required  by  the  Statute  as  to  their  occupations  and  amuse¬ 
ments,  and  their  attendance  on  Divine  Service. 

Of  the  men,  146  are  usually  employed,  75  working  out  of 
doors  ;  and  there  are  8  tailors  and  8  shoemakers,  besides  about  20 
who  are  occupied  in  the  engineer’s,  painter’s,  and  carpenter’s  shops. 

The  average  number  of  women  employed  is  177,  of  whom  103 
work  at  their  needle,  20  in  the  laundry,  13  in  the  kitchen,  &c. 

The  chapel  is  attended  on  Sunday  by  about  120  patients  of 
each  sex,  and  more  than  half  that  number  are  present  at  the  service 
on  Friday.  Prayers  are  also  read  daily  in  the  Hall. 

With  reference  to  the  number  of  Attendants,  we  think  that  in 
Nos.  2  and  3  in  the  female  division,  in  each  of  which  there  are  only 
two  Attendants  to  44  patients,  that  an  additional  Nurse  should  be 
appointed. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  restraint,  and  only  one  instance  of 
seclusion  since  the  last  visit. 
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The  night  attendance  seems  to  be  very  efficient,  and  the 
returns  for  the  last  night  show  that  only  four  beds  on  each,  side 
were  wetted  or  soiled. 

Much  continues  to  be  done  to  provide  amusement  and  recrea¬ 
tion  for  the  inmates — the  dances,  card  parties,  and  theatrical 
entertainments  are  frequent — and  we  noticed  in  the  wards  a  great 
variety  of  games,  and  a  good  supply  of  books. 

We  had  no  complaints  from  the  patients,  and  it  is  evident  that 
they  are  under  kind  and  judicious  management,  and  that  the  officers 
devote  their  best  energies  to  secure  their  comfort  and  well-being.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1864. 


My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  Eleventh  Annual 
Medical  Report,  with  the  customary  Statistical  Tables. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  January  1st,  1864, 
was  435.  The  admissions  in  the  course  of  the  year  numbered  176 ; 
the  discharges  amounted  to  88,  of  which  69  were  recoveries ;  and 
the  deaths  were  64.  So  that  there  remained  on  the  last  day  of  the 
year  459  inmates,  showing  an  increase  of  24  over  the  corresponding 
period  of  1863. 

ADMISSIONS. 

The  number  of  admissions  in  1864  was  greater  than  during  any 
previous  year  since  the  Asylum  was  opened.  Of  the  176  patients 
admitted,  78  were  curable  cases,  being  a  proportion  of  44*3  per 
cent.  In  five  instances  the  patients  could  not  be  certified  to  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy  as  being  insane,  although  there  was  but 
little  doubt  that  symptoms  of  mental  alienation  had  been  exhibited 
in  each  case  prior  to  the  removal  to  the  Asylum.  Amongst  the  in¬ 
curables  were  13  cases  of  epilepsy,  and  24  of  general  paralysis. 
The  number  of  those  who  had  meditated  or  attempted  suicide  was 
62,  being  rather  more  than  one-third  of  the  entire  admissions. 

Table  8  shows  that  in  78  of  the  new  cases  the  bodily  condition 
was  good  or  moderate,  whilst  in  98  it  was  weakly  or  bad  ;  a  com¬ 
parison  of  this  with  the  tables  of  previous  years  will  show  the 
increasing  proportion  of  this  latter  class,  year  by  year,  and  as  a 
necessary  sequence,  the  tendency  to  decrease  the  number  of  re¬ 
coveries,  and  increase  that  of  the  deaths. 
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The  point  of  the  greatest  practical  importance  connected  with 
this  serious  augmentation  in  the  number  of  admissions,  and  the  one 
which  bears  directly  upon  the  question  that  must  shortly  come  before 
the  County  as  to  providing  additional  accommodation  for  the  insane, 
is  the  large  increase  which  has  taken  place  during  the  last  two 
years  in  the  number  of  cases  chargeable  to  Cheshire  townships.  In 
a  former  report  I  stated  that  the  county  admissions  averaged  about 
108  annually,  between  the  years  1853  and  1862.  In  1863  the 
number  was  19  above  that  average,  and  during  the  past  year  en¬ 
larged  to  51,  so  that  although  the  total  number  of  admissions  in 
1862  was  nearly  equal  to  that  of  1864,  yet  during  the  latter  the 
number  of  Cheshire  cases  was  nearly  50  per  cent,  more  than  during 
the  former  year.  The  following  table  will  perhaps  point  this  out 
more  clearly.

This  serious  increase  can  scarcely  he  attributed  to  any  addition 
to  the  general  population  of  the  county.  I  believe  it  will  be  found 
to  be  principally,  if  not  wholly  due,  to  the  Poor  Law  Removal  Act 
of  1862  throwing  the  expeuce  of  the  patient’s  maintenance  on  the 
Union  fund,  instead  of  its  being  defrayed  as  heretofore  by  the 
separate  Townships,  thus  offering  less  inducement  for  the  local 
officers  to  detain  patients  from  being  sent  to  the  Asylum  ;  and  in¬ 
stead  of  there  being  any  great  increase  in  the  number  of  lunatics 
and  idiots  in  the  county,  a  larger  proportion  of  them  have  been 
admitted  into  the  Asylum  instead  of  remaining  in  private  houses, 
or  Workhouses,  as  a  result  of  the  practical  working  of  the  Act 
referred  to.

RECOVERIES. 

The  percentage  number  of  recoveries,  whether  calculated  on 
the  admissions,  or  on  the  total  number  under  treatment,  was  nearly 
the  same  as  that  of  the  previous  year.  It  must  however  be  observed, 
that  although  this  form  of  calculation  is  the  one  usually  adopted  in 
the  Statistics  of  English  County  Asylums,  it  is  far  from  being 
correct,  as  it  includes  both  the  incurable  as  well  as  the  curable  class. 
It  is  evident  that  the  only  correct  way  is  to  exclude  the  former  in  all 
calculations  upon  the  proportion  of  recoveries.  At  the  termination 
of  1863  there  were  27  curable  cases  remaining  in  the  Asylum,  and 
78  others  were  admitted  in  the  course  of  1864,  making  the  total 
number  105,  in  which  there  was  any  reasonable  hope  of  a  cure  being 
established  ;  of  this  number  69  were  discharged  recovered  during 
the  year,  being  a  proportion  of  65’6  per  cent.,  whilst  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  36,  there  were  29  who  were  likely  to  become  sane.  Amongst 
those  who  left  the  Asylum  recovered,  one  had  been  an  inmate  for 
7  years,  and  one  for  9  years. 

RELIEVED  AND  UNIMPROVED. 

Amongst  the  miscellaneous  discharges  may  be  noticed  the  re¬ 
moval  of  four  of  the  criminal  class  to  the  Government  Asylum  at 
Broadmoor,  in  Berkshire,  under  a  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 
Their  removal  was  at  the  time  a  matter  of  regret,  as  they  had  been 
long  resident  in  the  Asylum,  and  were  tolerably  harmless.  One, 
aged  79,  had  been  an  inmate  for  24  years,  wdiilst  the  others  had 
been  resident  for  the  respective  periods  of  22,  18,  and  10  years. 
'The  criminal  offence  in  each  case  was  arson. 

DEATHS. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  was  rather  greater  than  that  of  1863, 
due  mainly  to  the  debilitated  condition  of  a  large  number  at  the  time 
of  their  admission.  Of  the  64  deaths,  no  less  than  25  had  been 
admitted  within  the  year.  In  three  of  these  latter  cases  the  patients 
were  in  a  state  of  great  exhaustion  when  brought  to  the  Asylum, 
and  died  in  that  condition  ;  one  of  these  survived  eleven  hours  onlv. 
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whilst  each  of  the  others  lived  three  days.  In  two  of  these  instances 
inquests  were  held,  in  one  of  which  the  jury  in  their  verdict  severely 
censured  the  parochial  officers  for  removing  the  patient  whilst  unfit 
to  bear  the  fatigue  of  removal.  For  the  first  time  for  many  years 
the  number  of  deaths  amongst  the  females  was  nearly  as  great  as 
that  of  the  males.  Amongst  those  who  died  were  several  who  had 
been  long  resident  in  the  Institution  ;  one  had  been  an  inmate  for 
nearly  34  years,  and  in  three  other  cases  the  period  was  more  than 
20  years.  Twenty-five,  or  nearly  40  per  cent.,  were  of  the  ages  of 
50  and  upwards. 

Amongst  the  causes,  general  paralysis  held  the  foremost  place, 
although  the  proportion  was  somewhat  less  than  the  usual  average, 
being  one-fourth  instead  of  one-third.  Of  the  16  deaths  from  this 
disease,  15  occurred  in  male  subjects.  The  number  due  to  pulmonary 
consumption  was  15,  an  unusually  large  proportion  ;  the  majority 
from  this  cause  took  place  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  only  death  calling  for  special  remark  was  one  which  took 
place  in  January  from  suicide,  in  which  case  the  patient,  whilst  in 
a  sitting  posture,  placed  her  head  in  a  loose  loop  formed  of  two 
neckerchiefs  suspended  from  a  wood  projection  in  the  wall,  and  by 
forcing  her  head  forwards  produced  suffocation.  So  loose  was  the 
loop  that  her  head  was  lifted  through  it  without  trouble,  and  neither 
at  the  time  nor  up  to  the  time  of  the  funeral  did  her  neck  exhibit 
any  symptom  of  discoloration,  nor  was  the  face  turgid,  and  there 
was  such  an  utter  absence  of  the  ordinary  appearances  of  suffocation 
that  her  relatives  would  scarcelv  believe  that  death  arose  from  this 
cause.  The  case  is  one  which  forcibly  points  out  the  fact  that  in 
patients  suffering  from  acute  melancholia,  where  the  vital  powers 
are  much  enfeebled,  an  attempt  to  commit  suicide  is  much  more 
likely  to  be  attended  with  fatal  results,  than  where  the  patient  is  in 
fair  health.  Of  the  various  classes  of  patients  none  cause  so  much 
anxiety  to  the  officers  and  attendants  as  those  who  have  a  tendency 
to  self  destruction,  and  as  about  one-third  of  the  entire  number  of 
inmates  are  afflicted  in  this  way,  some  idea  may  be  gained  of  the 
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heavy  responsibility  incurred  by  those  who  have  the  care  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  insane.  The  last  previously  recorded  death  from  this 
cause  was  in  1860. 


GENERAL  HEALTH. 

In  March  a  case  of  sporadic  smallpox  occurred  in  a  female' 
patient,  and  was  communicated  to  a  second  ;  and  later  in  the  year 
a  female  attendant  became  the  subject  of  the  same  disease.  On 
each  occasion  a  large  dormitory  was  given  up  to  their  use,  and  in 
this  manner  by  completely  isolating  the  cases  the  contagion  was  at 
once  arrested.  All  three  recovered.  These  were  the  only  interrup¬ 
tions  to  the  general  health  that  I  have  to  report,  but  they  show  the^ 
urgent  necessity,  either  of  not  occupying  the  whole  of  the  wards  to 
their  fullest  extent,  in  case  of  the  return  of  this  or  of  any  other  form 
of  contagious  or  infectious  disease  ;  or  of  erecting  a  small  detached 
building  so  as  the  more  effectually  to  separate  from  the  other  patients 
any  who  may  become  the  subjects  of  such  diseases.  I  make  a  special 
allusion  to  this  subject,  as  1864  was  the  third  consecutive  year  in 
which  smallpox  has  fortuitously  occurred  within  the  Asylum  walls. 

STRUCTURAL  ALTERATIONS. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Recreation  Hall  holds  the  chief  place 
among  the  building  alterations  of  the  year.  It  was  opened  for  the 
first  time  in  December,  and  has  since  then  been  in  daily  use.  Its 
construction  is  such  that  during  the  day  time,  it  admits  of  being 
divided  into  two  rooms,  one  of  which  is  used  for  morning  prayers, 
and  the  other  as  a  sewing  room  for  the  females  ;  whilst  on  the  even¬ 
ings  devoted  to  recreation  the  entire  hall  is  employed. 

Another  addition  of  importance  is  the  new  staircase  to  the 
female  division,  similar  to  the  one  erected  on  the  male  side  ;  so- 
that  now  not  only  have  the  narrow  dark  and  inconvenient  stair¬ 
cases  been  done  away  with,  but  all  the  wards  (excepting  the  two 
last  erected,  which  are  otherwise  very  well  provided  in  this  respect )i 
have  two  broad  staircases  easy  of  access,  and  available  in  every 
emergency  that  mav  arise. 
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EMPLOYMENT  AND  RECREATION. 

I  have  nothing  to  add  to  the  statements  made  in  previous  re¬ 
ports  with  regard  to  either  the  employment  or  the  recreation  of  the 
patients. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  must  acknowledge  the  constant  and  effective 
assistance  rendered  me  by  the  various  officers  in  the  active  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1864. 


County  Asylum, 

March  21st,  1865. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  state  for  jour  information,  that  the 
Sunday  and  Daily  Services  have  been  regularly  conducted  by  me 
during  the  last  year,  as  usual — two  Services  in  the  Church  on 
Sunday,  and  one  Service  in  the  Church  on  Friday.  On  the  re¬ 
maining  five  days  of  the  week,  Prayers  have  been  read  in  the 
Recreation  Hall,  a  portion  of  which  is  now  particularly  set  apart 
for  the  purpose.  We  have  an  average  congregation  of  about  300 
on  Sunday,  including  patients,  attendants,  and  residents.  At  the 
Daily  Morning  Prayers,  an  average  attendance  of  about  180. 

The  School  continues  to  afford  very  satisfactory  results,  and  has 
increased  very  much.  The  Men’s  Classes,  numbering  about  29, 
generally  present,  with  upwards  of  3jX  on  the  books.  The  Women's 
Classes  average  30,  with  about  34  on  the  books.  The  School  is 
liked  by  the  patients  ;  and  to  mention  one  instance  alone  of  the 
beneficial  effects  of  it,  I  may  state  that  one  man,  who  appeared  to 
be  little  removed  from  an  idiot,  and  could  neither  read  or  write  a 
year  ago,  wmote  a  very  good  letter  to  his  parents  a  fortnight  ago,  to 
which  Dr.  Brushfield  received  a  reply,  stating  how  much  satisfac¬ 
tion  it  had  given  them,  and  expressing  their  gratitude  for  the  care 
taken  of  their  son. 

I  spend  some  hours  most  days  among  the  patients  with  pleasure 
to  myself,  and  I  think  gratification  to  them  ;  and  it  is  a  great  satis¬ 
faction  to  me,  to  bear  testimony  to  the  good  moral  conduct  of  the 
attendants  generally,  and  their  attention  to  the  patients.
